STATE OFFERS $500,000 FOR COUNTY'S HEALTH FACILITY 


County’s FY 2000-2001 budget nears $12 million

The Cotfee County Commis 
sions bi-monthly meeting was 
rather lengthy Monday due to the 
opening of annual bids 
adopted 


They also 
a balanced budget ol 
almost S118 million for the fiscal 
year 2000-200] 

There was little discussion among 
the commissioners concerning the 
budget before it was voted on, 
mainly due to the fact that they 
have been holding budget hearings 
during the past few weeks 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley gave an abbreviated break 
down of the budget consisting of 
the following “main items”: general 
fund ~ $4.075,016.00; landfill fund 
$2,921,600.00; 7¢ gasoline fund 
$2,108, 100.00; 3R gasoline fund 
$1,217,000.00; public highway & 
trattic tund - $297,020; public 
buildings, road & bridge fund 
$727,873.00; and reappraisal fund 
$432,640.00 

The Jone vote against approval of 
the budget was cast by Commis- 
sioner Doug Dalrymple 

“In my opinion, we were not fair 
with the workers on the raises we 
passed oul,” he said. “And, if we 
keep robbing the road and bridge 
funds three and four thousand dol- 
lars a year, we're still going to have 
bridges that the governor can stick 
his hand through the piling, and still 
have dirt roads. I’m opposed to this 
budget.” 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 


also voiced his concerns that the 
employees’ salaries were not suffi 
cient enough to hold experienced 
employees. “We're not paying these 
persons a good living salary, ” he 
said 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented that the annual salary 
increase amounted to a two step pas 
approximately 5 percent 

he Peoples Bank was designated 
us the county's depository, Their 
proposal was to pay the county 6.15 
percent interest on deposits and the 
loan rate (guaranteed for the whole 
year) was set at 5.75 percent

Phere was several minutes of dis 
cussion before the motion, made by 
Stephens and seconded by Commis 
sioner Linda Westbrook, was voted 
on and passed in a 4-2-1 vote. Vot 
ing for the motion were: Commis 
sioners Stephens, Westbrook, Len 
Averett and Kayo Lewis; Commis 
sioners Dalrymple and Tom Grims 
ley both opposed the motion; and 
Commissioner Brooks abstained, 
An attempt by Commissioner 
Brooks to get the matter tabled 
failed. There seemed to be concern 
about the length of time the banks 
had to submit their proposals. 

As a result of the discussion con 
cerning the designation of the 
depository, it was approved by the 
commission by a unanimous vote to 
send all banks the invitation to sub 
mit proposals next year in July, thus 
giving them almost three months to 
prepare their respective proposals. 

In another monetary matter, the 


commission voted unanimously to 
accept the state's offer to Pure hase 
the health department building for 
$500,000.00, This is the balance of 
the amount owed on the facility 
Originally, a bond issue in the 
amount of ST million was issued to 
construct the facility, The state has 
been paying the county monthly for 
the use of the facility on an annual 
basis which, over the years, comes

Mobley noted that a possibility

County to hold Breast Cancer Forum

As the temperatures begin to cool 
and the days seem shorter, it can 
only mean one thing...October is 
nearing 

Many look forward to the month 
of October because it brings cooler 
temperatures, the leaves on trees 
turn colors for Autumn and Hal- 
loween is celebrated. However, the 
month has also become associated 
with a more serious issue that 
affects many Americans daily, 

October is National Breast Can- 
cer Awareness month 

Studies show that breast cancer is 
the most common cancer among 
American women, and it is the sec 
ond leading cancer-related death 
among women in the United States. 
rherefore, many organizations, 
medical professionals and interest- 
ed parties are working to help edu- 
cate women of this horrific illness. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 3, a step will be 
taken to educate women about 
breast cancer when the Coffee 
County Breast Cancer Forum is 
held at Enterprise State Junior Col- 
lege’s Multi-Purpose Room, 

Phe purpose of the forum is to 
equip women with the information 
they would need if they were diag 
nosed with breast cancer and to 
update them on things that can be 
done to prevent and detect breast 
disease early, according to Lucille 
Latham, committee member of the 
Cotfee County Breast Cancer 
Forum 

Jan Prescott, a breast cancer sur- 
vivor from Jack, Ala., said she 
believes this forum will be a step in 
the right direction to help educate 
women about this disease, 

“Early detection is so important,” 
said Prescott, “Lt could keep many 
women from having to go through 
as much as | did,” 

Prescott was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in Oct, of 1998 when 
she went to her doctor for a yearly 
checkup, She said she had noticed 
some swelling under her arm even 
though she could not feel a lump 

“LT thought it might be a strain 
from lifting kids,” she said. “That 
Was just part of not knowing the 
detection signs.” 

Presecou and her husband had just 
built a daycare center in the Jack 
area before she was diagnosed 
Preparing for the opening of the 
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above with many of the children from the daycare she owns and Operates 
in the Jack community, Prescott said the people of the area and the chil 
dren from the daycare were a big part of her recovery and defeat of breast 


cancer, 


center is why she decided to go 
ahead with her yearly doctor’s visit 
before she got too busy. 

It turned out to be a much needed 
doctor's visit as she had surgery for 
breast cancer within a week of her 
check-up and then underwent eight 
treatments of chemotherapy and 33 
treatments of radiation, 

“T was lucky in that | only had to 
have a lumpectomy,” said Prescott 

A lumpectomy is when only the 
lump has to be removed instead of 
the whole breast. 

“Often times, we questioned why 
we built the daycare,” she said 
“Bul, everyone was so wonderful 
during my recovery. I believe that 
having the daycare actually made 
me fight more to get well,” 

She said she even continued to 
work at the daycare when the doc- 
tors thought it might not be good 
for her health in that she would be 
more susceptible to illness while 
she was undergoing the chemo 
treatments 

“I feel like I dou’t have cancer 
anymore,” Prescott said, “I believe 
God had already healed me before 
the treatments were finished,” 

She said she continues to go for 
check-ups every four months, and 
she got a good report when she 
went to the doctor earlier this 
month 

“The best advice | could give 
women is to go have your mammo 
gram even if you don’t have the 


money,” she said. “There are pro 
grams that allow every woman to 
have a mammogram regardless of 
the financial ability.” 

She said it is horrible when you 
hear the “C” word, but the medical 
industry is so much more advanced 
now than it was 10 years ago. Early 
detection is the key in improving 
the statistics 

Studies show that breast cancer is 
97 percent curable when detected 
and treated in its localized stage

Mark Dunning Industries will 
conunue picking up the garbage but 
the collection of fees is now the 
responsibility of the county, The 
payment can be mailed to the Com.

Internet gambling should be 
illegal 

Washington, D.C The Inter- 
net is the new battleground in the 
war against gambling. More than 
700 gambling operations are just a 
computer click away for your 
neighbors, your friends, and more 
troubling, your children. Sure, it’s 
hard for teenagers to sneak into a 
casino down in Biloxt, but how 
hard is it for them to log onto a 
gambling site trom their bedrooms? 
The answer: it’s not hard at all, 
especially for a generation so famil- 
iar with computers and the Internet 

That's why I recently voted for 
bill to make Internet gambling ille 
gal. It was a tough fight, but more 
than 60 percent of my fellow con 
gressmen joined me in supporting 
H.R. 3125, The Internet Gambling 
Prohibition Act. Internet gambling 
revenues soared from $300 million 
in 1997 to $65] million in 1998 
and estimates show that they could 
reach $2 billion next year That's 
why the pro-gambling lobby is so 
worried about this bill, and they

The act buns 98 percent of Inter 
net gambling, leaving only what 
James C. Dobson called, “minor 
exemptions” that merely “recognize

be awarded a diploma. With each 
new edition, the content of the 
exam was changed to reflect the 
increased course requirements for 
graduation 

The general content of the Third 
Edition includes reading compre 
hension, language, mathematics, 
science, and social studies 

This year’s seniors, the Class of 
2001,.had to pass only the Lan- 
guage and Reading parts of the test. 
They took the test for the first time 
last spring. Eighty-three percent of 
them passed the Reading Test. This 
means that 31 of the 40 people tak 
ing the test passed. Seventy-eight 
percent of them, or 33 out of 40, 
passed the Language test.

People down here in God’s coun- 
try are surely not wishy-washy 
‘bout collards. Some would kill 
for°em while others would just 
feed’em to the hogs. I would just 
us soon the hogs had’em, myself, 
But, for every pilgrim like me, 
there seems to be a heap of folks 
who think they're in hog heaven 
with a plate full of collards and 
some corn bread 

So be it. Let’s just concede the 
point and plant some collards. | did 
my thing last year just to say I had 
grown some, They tasted just as 
nasty then as when I was a little 
kid, 

The varieties you will do best 
with include Morris Heading, o1 
“cabbage-collards” as Commission- 
er Bernest Brooks calls them. 
Then, there’s Vate’s, Georgia 
Southern, Champion, and Top 
Bunch. My friend, Tex Vining, 
who lives over toward Daleville 
plants Georgia Broadleat 

Collards are a cool weather crop. 
Tex likes to put out transplants 
rather than direct seed into the gar- 
den like some folks do. He starts 
his seed pots in the house in July 
then sets them out in late August o1 
early September for a fall crop 
Collards can stand frost and even 
some freezes down to as low as 20 
degrees. In fact, old-timers will tell 
you that collards taste sweeter and 
better if: you wait until aiter the 
first frost before harvesting. 

If you are one of those who 
would rather direct seed, you'll 
need about 1/2 oz. of seed per 100 
ft. row. Scatter them in the row 
pretty liberally and then, after the 
plants are up, thin them out to one 
every 12 inches. Keep three feet 
between rows. Keep pH 6.0 to 6.5

on growing and producing new collards,” Brooks explained. 


I gotta do is dust for worms,” 
aves gardeners to direct seed now 
because of the drought and heat 
"The transplants we get in cups 
often get set back some because of 
this heat,” she explained. “I think 
the home gardeners would do a lot 
better by using seed, then just thin 
out the plants when they get to 
growing good.” You can even 
enjoy the collard leaves you pick 
off the plants that you thin out, 
Plant collards in well-drained soil 
which is rich with organic material, 
If your soil isn’t very fertile, ull in 
some compost, manure or plow 
under a cover crop (green manure) 
if you have one, Broadcast two or 
three pounds of a balanced fertilizer 
per 100 sq. ft, and till it in. Later, 
after the plants are growing good, 
sidedress with a pint of ammonium 
nitrate. You can sidedress again 
later to keep the leaves looking 
lush green 


“Next thing 


To harvest collards, start about 
two months after planting and pick 
one or two of the lower leaves off 
each plant. Never pick more than 
about 1/3 of the leaves off a plant at 
any one time unless you just want 
to harvest the whole stalk. Once 
you cut the central bud out, the 
plant stops growing and producing 
new leaves. 

Irrigate weekly, giving your 
plants at least an inch of water. 
Hoe carefully or pull weeds by 
hand so as not to damage the shal- 
low roots, 

Collards are susceptible to a host 
of worms and bugs. So, be pre- 
pared to visit your favorite garden 
center for the spray or dust you 
need, As always, read the labels 
carefully to make sure you are get- 
ling the product you need and that 
you use it safely. Good luck!
